Jerome Makes Public Letter to 
Mrs. Gelshenen. 


WOMAN COULD TELL MUCH 


Home Besieged By Police—Servants 
Deny Her Presence. 


New York, Jan. 5.—[(Special.]—The Morse- 
Dodge marriage and divorce scandal which 
has been simmering so long, boiled over to- 
night, when District Attorney Jerome, hav- 
ing tried in vain to subpoena Mrs. Wiliam 
H. Gelshenen, widow of the late president 
of the Garfield National bank, and having 
written to her to tell her that it was her 
duty to come forward, decided, because of her 
impending departure to Europe, to make pub- 
lic hie letter to her. 

In the letter he said she was able to give 
valuable testimony before the grand jury and 
tells her he does not wish to give her needless 
notoriety, that he will be at his office all the 
time in order to appraise her, if she calls, 
what he expects of her, and begs of her to 
communicate with him, He says he has 
sent a letter to her home here, and also to her 
at Atlantic City. He says he hears she is 
going to start to Burope on Jan. 7. and it Is 
important that she tell him what she intends 
to do. The letter was made public by As- 
sistant District Attorney Garvan at 11:30 
o’clock tonight at the authorization of the 
district attorney. 


Hopes She Will See Newspapers. 

The only comment made on the letter by 
Garvan was: 

“No response having been made to the 
requests of this letter, and because the dis 
trict attorney’s office has been unable to 
reach Mrs. Gelshenen or ascertain her where- 
abouts, because we are informed she intends 
to sail for Europe on Saturday, the district 
attorney has directed me to give this letter 
to the press, so that Mrs. Gelshenen may 
surely be aware what is expected of her.”’ 

Garvan made this statement after every 
effort to serve Mrs. Gelshenen had been

Morse Gets Around Divorce. 

From the day scandal began to be aired 
the story hae been current that Charles W. 
Morse has sought to free himself from his 
marriage with Mrs. Dodge because he wished 
to marry again. The divorce would not do, 
because the Catholic church does not recog- 
nize divorce, and the marriage in view was 
with a Catholic. Annulment of a marriage 
illegally coftracted is, however, quite dif- 
ferent. 
Mrs. Dodge—if she had a lawful husband 
livng when he went through the ceremony 
with her, the annulment of her marriage 
would be no ban in the eyes of the church. 

The marriage was annulled on the perjured 
evidence Dodge had given in his own suit. 
That evidence was such that the attention of 
the bar association of the appellate division 
was called to it. Naturally this stirred up 
the surviving lawyer of those concerned, W. 
A. Sweetser, who had procured the divorce 
for Mrs. Dodge, and in searching about. for 
his own defense he obtained from the desk 
of Mortimer A. Ruger, deceased, who was 
the attorney of record for Dodge, a letter 
acknowledging the receipt of summons in the 
case asking Ruger to appéar for him, but 
saying there was no valid defense to Mrs. 
Dodge’s charges. 


Says Morse Supplies Money. 

Then came the efforts to obtain Dodge's 
arrest for perjury. Bankrupt, he was found 
to be a man supplied with unlimited cash 
with which to fight or run, with lawyers 
galore, in and out of this jurisdiction. How- 
ever, he and his backers were beaten at last, 
and he is here telling what he knows. The 
unwary partner of Howe & Hummel, now no 
longer active in the firm's affairs, announced 
one day that the money supplied to Dodge 
through that firm came from Morse. A 
prompt contradiction followed. 

Gossip current gboypt Morse’s plans to re- 
marry also has been retailed and contradict- 
ed, and whether Jerome knows the truth 
about it, or is merely seeking the truth, did 
not appear tonight. 

Divoree Secure; Marriage Not. 

Meanwhile Mrs. Dodge’s divorce from 
Dodge has been reéstablished, but she has 
not yet sought to have her marriage with 
Morse reéstablished in any more formal way, 
though Justice Fursman, who appeared for 
her in later proceedings, urged she do «o, 
and announced that Morse also wished to 
have it done and be reunited with his wife.

Statement by Dr. Bodine. 

After reading the withdrawal Dr. Bodine 
sald: 

“The charges against thé bishop of central 
Pennsylvania having been withdrawn by the 
presenters, it has been hoped that arrange- 
ments may be made whereby a meeting of 
the board of inquiry could be avoided. As 
this has been found impracticable, the meet- 
ing will take place as directed by the pre- 
siding bishop at 10 a. m. on Tuesday, Jan. 
10. The place of meeting will be in the Man- 
sion house in the city of Reading.”’ 

The withdrawal is dated Jan. 2, and is ad- 
dressed to Bishop Tuttle, to whom a copy has 
been sent. The document begins by saying 


that all the signers to the present paper 
knew the contents, and the purpose of the 


' “charges in writing,” and enumerates the 


charges as follows: 

Crime—towilt: a criminal Ifbel. 

Immorality—towlt: false statements. 

‘Breach of ordination and consecration 
vows. 

“ Coriduct unbecoming a bishop.” 

Grounds for Inquiry. | 

Continuing, the document says: “ We are 
{in possession of such proof as is sufficient, 
in our opinion, to put the Rt. Rey. Ethelbert 
Talbot, D. D., LL. D, upon his trial. We 
believed, and still believe,-that the grounds 
are sufficient to put the accused bishop upon 
his trial. The ‘charges’ were formulated 
in order that the manifest scandal in the 
church and the disgrace of the office of the 
said Rt. Rev. Ethelbert Talbot should be 
inquired into by the board of inquiry in the 
expectation and belief that the board would 
direct the church advocate to prepare a pre- 
sentment to be signed by such of the board 
as agree thereto.”

Clash Between Officials. 

The federal and county officials have 
clashed ever since Mrs. Chadwick was 
brought here from New York. 

The dispute has arisen because of the priv- 
flege assumed by former Sheriff Barry in 
permitting her husband and other persons 
to call on Mrs. Chadwick contrary to an 
order of the federal judge that written per- 
mission for such interview or call should first 
be obtained from that court. 

Sheriff Barry retired from office last Sat- 
urday night. He was succeeded by George 
G. Mulhern, who today obtained from the 
county solicitor an opinion to the effect that 
inasmuch as the jail wasa county institution 
a United States prisoner was no more than 
a county prisoner while confined therein and 
was under the authority of the sheriff. 

An opinion was handed to the sheriff by 
District Attorney John J. Sullivan later in 
the day to the effect that the federal authori- 


. ties controlied Mrs. Chadwick's caréand that 


no person should be allowed to see her with- 
out their permission. It was maintained by 
District Attorney Sullivan that Mrs. Chad- 
wick is a federal prisoner and the sheriff ie 
for the time being a federal keeper. 

To enforce its order two deputy marshals 
have alternated in the county jail today and 
tonight in guarding the way to Mrs. Chad- 
wick’s cell,

In suppogt of the charges there were pre- 
sented coples of correspondence alleged to 
have passed ‘between Ralph Bent, superin- 
tendent for the shoe company at the peni- 
tentiary, and J. H. Selz, a member of the firm. 
ae a of these letters, dated Sept. 16, Bent 
said: 

“I saw the warden in regard to the Kan- 
kakee order.’ He thought it best to fill the 
order from our stock and not take the chance 
of making the goods, as he says the com- 
missioners are inquiring frequently as to 
when we are to get through. So I shall ar- 
range to take the goods from the store we 
have here.” 


Work Under the New Law. 


This letter, with others, purported to 
“hat Selz, Schwab & Co. had been rae 
shoes in violation of the law. Warden Mur- 
phy and Mr. Selz denied all knowledge of the 
corresponcence. The warden admitted that 
work was being done in the penitentiary, 
but in accordance with the new law and not 
in violation of it. 

“ Selz, Schwab & Co. have been shipping 
goods from here,"" said the warden. “ but 
these have been goods fini hed before the law 
went into effect or that were partly finished 
and have been completed by their citizen 
representatives since then. The state has 
purchased some materials from them. has 
hired some of their old men, bought some 
of their machines, and has. made. several 
thousand pairs of shoes for our state institu- 


tions. ‘The work which is being done now is | 


ir. accordance with the new law and ts for 


Work Stopped on July 1. 

J. Harry Selz, in denying the charges, said: 

“ After the law prohibiting the hiring out of 
convict labor went Into effect on July 1 we 
ceased work in our Joliet plant. I may‘say 
that no shoes were made for us there after 
that date except possibly a few which were 
turned out during the cleaning up process, 
when we were about to turn our plant over 
to the state. We were engaged in inventory 
taking for a month or &o, perhaps. Letters 
purporting to refer to shipments from the 


‘penitentiary in our name I know nothing 


about. They possibly may have referred to 
the inventory work.”

his family to drag the name of Bourbon in 
the mud. Time and again has he been in 
the toile of the law, and only consideration 
for his relatives saved him from reaping the 
full punishment of his shortcomings. 
Youngest son of that extraordinary mon- 


King Ferdinand Il. of Naples, who 


known in history by the nickname of 
Bomba,” by his marriage with Archduch- 
ess Therese of Austria, and a half brother, 


therefore, of the last king of Naples, he was 


held in such horror by his relatives that 
at the obsequies of King Francis of Naples 
in Austria ten years ago the princes of his 
family drove him from the house of mourn- 
ing and invoked the ald of the police force 
to force him ‘to leave the place, on the ground 
that he was not a fit individual to mingle 
with the royal and imperial personages who 
had assembled for the funeral, and that his 
presence beside his half brother's corpse 
would constitute so great an indignity as to 
cause it to turn in Jjts coffin. Subsequently 
he challenged several of his relatives to 
duels for the affront which he declared had 


}been put upon him. But his cartels were 


declined on the ground that no man of honor 
could be called upon to give satisfaction to

But what angered his family more than 
anything else waa his extraordinary mar- 
riage in 1878 to an elderly ballet figurante, of 
the name of Blanche Marconnay, a number 
of years his senior, who at the time when he 
first made her acquaintance had already a 
son of 15 who figures on the Paris regisiers 
as the offspring “de pére inconnu’’ (pa- 
ternity unknown). On this boy Prince Pascal 
attempted to confer his name and his title 
of prince by means of adoption. But the 
French law invoked by ‘his relatives pro- 
hibited this, and thereupon the boy, with the 
connivance of his mother and of Prince Pas- 
cal, circumvented his family by proceeding to 
Italy, where he caused the lad to be natural- 
ized at Naples, under the name of “ Henri du 
Bourbon,” and to be enrolled as such on the 
roster of the Italian army. Subsequentiy the 
young man, on the strength of his newly ac- 
quired Italian nationality, and furnished with 
an Italian passport, returned to Paris and 
figured on the boulevards there as Henri de 
Bourbon—that is, by the same name as that 
by which that gallant old soldier, ihe iate duc 
d’Aumale, who conquered the greater part 
of Algeria, and gave the chateau of Chantilly 
to the nation, was enrolled in the ranks of the 
French army. 

Vain efforts were made by the duc d’Aumale 
and by other members of the house of Bour- 
bon to secure an Injunction from the courts 
to prevent this illegitimate son of a baliet 
girl, and with no known father, to prevent 
him calling himself “Henri de Bourbon,” 
and I have no doubt that now that Pascal is 
dead he will adopt his title of prince. 


In the Almanach deGotha Prince Pascal fig- 
ures as having been married “ morganatic- 


aliy”’ at Paris, to Blanche Mareconnay.: But 
in French law morganatic marriages are un- 


-known and the woman having married him 


both ecclesiasti¢ally and civiliy, fulfilling all 
the legal requirements, became thereby his 


full fledged wife and entitled as such by. 


French law to share his name and whatever 
honors he possessed. She has all along called 
herself Princess Pascal de Bourbon and never 
lost an opportunity of publicly boasting that 
by her marriage she had become the sister- 
in-law .of the ex-queen of Naples, of the In- 
fanta Isabella of Spain, a grand-aunt of that 
little infant Alfonso who is next heir to the 
throne of Spain, and not only a member of the 
house of Bourbon, but likewise closely related 
to the imperial family of Hapsburg. 


I may add that prior to marrying Blanche 
Marconnay, Prince Paseal, always in need of 
money, frequented the American colony on 
the banks of Seine and was the suitor for the 
hand of many an American heiress. His rep- 
utation, however, was too evil, and too widely 
known, and not even the prospect of becorh- 
ing a princess of Bourbop could reconcile any 
American girl to the idea of becoming his 
consort. 

The new Almanach de Gotha for 1905 con- 
tains one addition which may prove of in- 
terest to many of my readers, especially in 
Washington. For the first time the name 
of Prince de Bearn, one of the secretaries 
of the French embassy to the United States, 
figures therein, but not as Prince de Bearn 
nor as a h but as the Spanish 
Prince de Chalais. It is under the name 
of Chalalis, and not under that of Bearn, that 
he must be sought in the pages of the new 
Almanach de Gotha. 


It may be remembered that last spring’ I 
stated in these letters, in response to in- 
quirtes as to why the name of Prince de 
Bearn could not be found in the Almanach 
de Gotha, that he was not a French.prince 
but a Spanish one, and that his French title 
was that of count.

HE griasly bear is beyond question the 
most savage and formidable beast na- 
. tive to the western hemisphere. “ This 
. powerful animal,” says one writer, “ is 
to the American fauna what the tiger 
is to that of Hindostan and the lion to that of 
Centra) Africa.” It le this afd more. The 
tigér of Hindostan and the lion of Africa 
often meet their match in the buffalo, the 
rhinoceros, .and the elephant. The grizzly 
has never been whipped by anything or any- 
body. but cunning and well armed men, and 
not always by them. Probably.a rhinoceros 
or an elephant could put a griszly out of busi- 
ness. But the grizsly used to make a meal 
of the bison, which was the wild representa- 
tive of the buffalo family in America, every 
time it got to one of them. Probably it could 
do likewise with a lion or o tiger if it got a 
chance. 
The lion and the tiger have more powerful 
jaws than the grizaly, ana can make a much 
longer and moge powerful leap, but the griz- 
sly'’s terrible claws, its bug, and its great 
weight give it a more than co ng ad- 
vantage. The claws on the grizaly’s fore- 
paws are slender, but they are long, bent at 
the tips, and sharp as a knife point. The 
claws on its hind paws are smalter, but equal- 
ly sharp; and more crooked. The lon and 
the tiger wéigh from 300 to 500 pounds, 
whereas the grizzly weighs from 600 te 1,200 


pounds. When the grizzly comes to close 
quarters with an enemy it gives him power- 
ful blows with its paws, rips his eides. back, 
and abdomen to shreds with its claws, tears 
him with its teeth, and breaks his bones with 
its hug; and the whole job is done with a 
celerity which is astonishing considering the 
big animal's usually slow and clumsy move- 
ments. 


It is an old and much disputed question 
among hunters whether the grizzly is natur- 
ally ferocious toward men. A majority take 
the view that it always runs eway from 
men when it has a chance and becomes ag- 
gressive only when it has been attacked or 
thinks it is about to be. They all agree, 
however, that, little is required to irritate 
it, and that once angered it devotes its en- 
ergies to the purpose of destruction with 
entire singlemindedness, whether its an- 


| tagonist be man or beast. When injured it 


is exceptionally desperate, and “‘ fights from 
the first,” says J. H. Porter, “as a lion, 
tiger, and Jaguar are apt to do only in the 
death rally.” | 

What makes it peculiarly dangerous at 
suth times is the remarkable speed it can’ 
muster and its singular tenaciousness of life. 
It pursues the fleeing hunter some distance 
as fast as a horse can run. A lion or tiger 
falls dead instantly when a bullet hits its 
heart or a vital part of its brain. A grizzly, 
on the other hand, may live some time long- 
er and fight furiously all the while. A griz- 
zliy which was shot by a member of the 
Lewis and Clark party survived twenty 
minutes and swam half a mile with ten 
bullets in its body, four of which had passed 
through its lungs and two through, its heart. 
The mountain men, who call the grizzly: 
“old Ephraim,” pay the tribute of know!l- 
edge to power. 


The grizzly’s range was formerly extreme- 
ly extensive. It was found from Mexicoand 
southern California to the arctic circle, and 


from the Pacific coast to the plains egagas 
the Rocky mountains. It wandered frome 
warm valleys at the foot of the mou 
to their snow bound summits, but usugiiys 
preferred to live in forects. The grizgipgu 
garded the old fashioned muzzle loading 
of the early pioneers contemptuonsfiy, and 
many hunters who tried to kill it with tiem 
ineffective weapons never returned 
the tale.

CREDIBILITY ATTACKED IN MUI- | 
LIKEN COURT MARTIAL. _ 


the Natives Who Attested Copy of 
Marriage Certificate Are “ Not to Be 
Believed Under Oath "—Story Is Told 
Iliustrating the Vicissitades of Mar- 
ried Life in the Islands—Hearing to 
Be Resumed Today. 


The arguments against the introduction of 
a certified copy of the marriage certificate of 
Capt. David B. Mulliken and Regina Batismo, 
a 19 year old Filipino girl, as evidence in the 
court martial at Fort Sheridan were con- 
tinued yesterday. 

William A. Adams and Lieut. O.°S. Bsk- 
ridge, representing the accused officer, argued 
that the copy waa not certified by the legal 
custodian of the original instrument and that 
it did not bear the municipal seal of the town 
of San Carlos, Negros-isiand, where the mar- 
riage is said to have taken place, 

Failing in this, the paper was read, and the 
lawyers for Capt. Mulliken began another 
contest of its validity. They brought for- 
ward evidence to show that Sefiorita Batismo 
was not of age, that her parents’ consent had 
not been granted, and that the date of the 


claring that they were “ not to be believed 
‘under oath.” 


Impeach Credibility of Natives. 

As witnesses to the truth of this asser- 
tion Sergeants Henry Kline and John Wo- 
mack, Robert J. Watson, a regimental musi- 
clan; and John Merrick, a surgeon, all of 
whom had been stationed in San Carlos and 
knew Amente and Carballo, two of the three 
natives who signed the paper, were put on 
the stand. They not only swore that the two 
Filipinos were not to be believed under oath 
but also that the former was dishonest and 
could not be trusted in business dealings, 
while the latter was a ‘“ mestizo” of low 
class. A short sketch of a part of Carballo’s 
career told by Merrick, the surgeon of 
Capt. Mulliken’s company in the Philippines, 
amused the hearers. 

The substance of the story was: “ The half | 
breed traded a caribou for a Filipino wife. 
Then the Spanish padre of the town caught a 
glimpse of her charms and caused Carbalio 
to be thrown In prison as a‘ filibustero’; but 
in the meantime the Sefiora ‘hed 
eloped with a Chinaman.” 


Incriminating Letter Is Read. 


The judge advocate, Lieut. J. M. Kim- 
brough, read, after vain protests from the 
Gefense, a letter written by Capt. Mulliken 
to the adjutant general of the army in an- 
swer to a request for an explanation of the 
charge that he married a Filipino girl and 
reported himself as single.
